Applicant has canceled claims 21-33 and added claims 34-47. Previously, 
claims 1-20 were canceled. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant has 
not properly labeled the parts of the specification. For example, 'Background of the 
Invention', 'Summary of Invention', 'Brief Description of the Drawings', and 'Detailed 
Description of the Invention'. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

§201.11.

See MPEP §310.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 34-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to set forth 
the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. 

Regarding claims 34, 41, 44 and 35, , The term "very much greater" in claim 34, 
41 , 44 and 46 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "very much 
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greater" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Regarding claims 35-40, 42-43, and 45, applicant's use of the letter 'L' and the 
number one '1 ' are confusing. The font Applicant has chosen to write office actions in 
makes the difference almost intelligible. For example, in claim 35 Applicant states that 

a field of 1 [one] bits of the count value, 1 [one] always being less than n' 
Technically, Applicant is using the number one in this limitation of the claim. If in fact 
Applicant is using the number one then the statement '...a field of 1 [one] bits...' does 
not make sense. Rather it would have to read '...a field of 1 [one] bit'. However, 
Examiner believes Applicant intends to use the letter Applicant needs to clearly 
delineate between the two in the claims. Examiner suggests either using a font other 
than Courier, changing the letters, or any other way Applicant sees fit in order to 
differentiate these characters. Applicant is encouraged to proof read all of the claims to 
eliminate this discrepancy and any others that may exist. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 34, 41 , 44, and 46 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 
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4. Claims 35-40, 42-43, 45, and 47 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
